The admissiom by a terrorist 
leader of the desperate situation 
of terrorists in the Gaza Strip in 
the wake of pursuit by Israeli se- 
curity forces has come to light 
with the discovery of a letter 
written by him whortly before his 
death. 


The letter, written last Septem- 
ber, was discovered during the in- 
vestigation of the suicide of Ziad 
el-Husseini, head of the Palestine 
Liberation Front in the Gaza 
Strip, at the home of Gaza Mayor 
Rashad Shawa on November 21. 

In the letter, el-Husseini asks the 
Mayor to help him leave the Gaza 
Strip because of the “enemy's suc- 
cess in uncovering some of our 
bases... and in view of the fact that 
we are now tot - we 
can no longer launch any operation 
on behalf of our beloved home- 


The letter refers to the terrorist 
leader's commander abroad, his 
“Big Brother," Abu Al, who “in- 
sists” that el-Husseini leave the 
Strip for abroad. He addressed 
the Mayor, "Ὁ dear uncle, δ now 
await a sign from you in order to 
go abroad, and I leave the means 
and arrangements to you.” 

Several weeks later, Mayor Sha- 
wa informed ‘the authorities that 
el-Husseini had committed suicide 
in the basement of his house.

All immigrants ai 
housing (flats wherever there are 
immigrant flats available, and fi- 
rancial help all over Israel) ac- 
cording ‘to the criteria laid down 
by the Ministry of Absorption. These 
eriteria are well known and are 
subject to review and control by 
the Knesset, the State Comptroller 
and the general public. The hous- 
ing offered to immigrants is de- 
termined by a number of factors: 
availability of flats, availability of 
work jn the immigrant'a field near 
his intended place of residence, and 
compatibility of other housing con- 
siderations. 


On the day in question, imml- 
grants arrived from a number of 
Countries, including the Soviet 
Union, Persia, India amd France. A 
considerable percentage of these 
immigrants of all origins were plac- 
ed in absorption centres, ulpanim 
δηὰ hostels. Permanent flats were 
allocated on that day to nine fa- 
milies from India in the following 
localities: ‘two families ‘(one of 
which consisted of nine people who 
received a double housing unit) 
went to Ramle where, according 
to your correspondents’ complaint, 
ao Indians received flats on that 
day: two families went to Kiryat 
Shmaryahu (near Haifa), one family 
of 11 people received two housing 
units in Kiryat Ata, and four fami- 
lies were setiled in Beersheba. 

Immigrants from Russia received 
Permanent flats in the following 10- 
calities: 12 families in Ashkelon, 
four In Kiryat Malachi, four in Je- 
tTusalem, two in Tirat Hacarmel,

rification of the “Ruling Concerning

\Jerusalelm, Nissan-Iyyar 5731): 

“Ia my opinion it is permitted to 
Perform an autopsy for diagnostic 
Purposes and to search for a cure 
for other patients. This decision may 
be based on the following two prin- 
ciples: 

“1) The saving of life ;pikuah 
nefesh) overrides all other consi- 
derations save incest, murder and 
idolatry. 

“2) Anything carried out for the 
meeds of the living cannot be re- 
garded as disrespect of the dead 
(bizayon hamet) or mutilation of 
the dead (nivul hamet). Neither 
does the prohtbition of benefit /issur 
hana’ah) apply to the precess of 
learning from such an autopsy. Na-~ 
turally the operation should be per- 
formed with due reverence and for a 
vital purpose... there is no diffefence 
between the standing of relatives 
and any other person in this matter. 
What is forbidden to relatives is 
forbidden to others, and what is per- 
Mitted to others is permitted to re- 
Jatives.” 

“Rabbi Berkovits bases himself on 
the Hazon Ish (the late Rabbi Avra-~ 
ham Yeshayahu Karelitz of Bnei 
Grak), who specifically ruled that 
for the purposes of an autopsy 
the other person who may benefit 
from it need not be actualy present. 
Tt was sufficient that “the disease 
is ἃ prevalent one constituting an 
ever-present danger to society.” The 
Hazon Ish also ruled that post-mor- 
tem pathological studies could not 
be regarded as deriving forbidden 
benefit from a corpse. The same 
‘position was adopted by Chief Rabbis 
Uziel, Herzog and Frank of biessed 
memory and the present Anatomy 
Law is based on these Halachic 
principles. Rabbi Joseph B. Scio- 
veitchick of Boston has also ex- 
pressed the same view. 

Those who accuse pathologists of 
hacking bodies to pieces for their 
own pleasure or of rifling them of 
valuable organs for dispatch to 
America, or otherwise grossly violet~

If immigrants were removed from 
the airport by the police in the 
manner described by your corres- 
pondents, it is most regrettable. The 
Ministry of Absorption does ft best 
to train its workers so that they 
know how tu hendle immigrants sa- 
tisfactorily. However, it must be 
remembered thet the airport 15 not 
the exclusive preserve of the Min- 
istry of Absorption and other peo- 
ple work there whose activities may 
be hindered by ἃ sit-down strike 
of immigrants. 

There is absclutely no foundation 
to your correspondents’ claim that 
immigrants suffer discrimination be- 
cause of their country of origin. Un- 
fortunately, immigrants from va- 
rious countries do occasionally 
strike about housing, but it is only 
@ small percentage of all immi- 
grants who are invoived in these 
Strikes. And in all cases, immigrants 
are treated according to uni- 
form and impartial criteria which 
apply to all immigrants, whatever 
country they come from.

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Protecting the 
olive trees 


To the Editor of. The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, — With reference to Your re- 
port of November 25, “Olive trees 
cut up — dead and alive.” we wish 
to make the following remarks. 

1. In accordance with the law, 
the Minister of Agriculture autho- 
rized the Jewish National Fund to 
deal with all matters pertaining to 
the removal of protected trees. Aa 
a result, the Jewish National Fund 
grants permits to cut down trees and 
recommends the transplantation of 
protected trees. 

2. There are cases where trees 
must be removed because of de- 
velopment plans, The only solution 
then is to transplant them, al- 
though not all trees can be success- 
fully transptanted; for instance, 
when widening Herzog Street, it be- 
came necessary. to remove three 
trees, which the Municipality trans- 
ferred to another spot. 

3. To our great regret, the Jew- 
ish National Fund does not usually 
inform us when it grants licences 
to cut down trees and therefore 
the Municipality cannot keep track 
of the matter, We repeatedly re- 
quested the Ministry of Agriculture 
to give us the- authority granted 
the Jewish Nattonal Fund, but were 
turned down, : 

4, We would like to give the fol- 
lowing explanations to your readers 
about the trees in the San Martin 
area: As soon ag residents informed 
us that trees were being cut down, 
Mr. Nehemija Oz, Director of the 
Municipal ‘Beautification Depart- 
ment, Mr. M, Darwich, Director of 
the Parks Department, and munici- 
pal inspectors went to the site; they 
were told that the Jewish National 
Fund had granted a permit to cut 
down all the sick and dead trees. 
To our regret, the Jewish National 
Fund did not mark the trees to be 
cut down and the contractor re- 
moved two trees which might have 
been saved with proper treatment. 
The investigation showed that all the 
other trees which were cut down 
were sick and their removal helped 
save the other ollve trees. 

5. The Municipality is delighted 
that the public is aware of this 
problem and is grateful to all citi- 
zens who inform us when trees are 
being removed anywhere in tthe city. 
However, as already pointed out, 
the Municipality has unfortunately 
no jurisdiction in the matter, Who- 
ever cuts down a tree without a 
permit commits a criminal offence 
and is subject to police and court 
action. We try to ‘act whenever 
possible to prevent removal of trees, 
and if a criminal offence hag been 
committed, we inform the police. 

We hope that by resorting to all 
legal means available against people 
who destroy trees without permits, 
others will be deterred from com- 
mitting similar offences, and it will 
thus help us protect Jerusalem's 
trees.

Mordechai Chen, General Manager of 
Lapidot Oll Company. On the con- 
trary; Mr. Chen — nesitant and 
faltering for much af the time — 
turned firm and spirited yesterday 
afternoon, aud was giving Mr, σα'- 
acov Salomon as good as he got as 
the lawyer's harsh and searching 
interrogation drew to a close. Mr. 
Salomon is acting for Mr. Mordechai 
Friedman, m director of Ne. 
tivei Neft, It wag Thursday morning 
when Mr. Chen began his long de- 
fence of Lapldot’s record and his 
attack on Netivel Neft, Continental 
and Midbar. He finally left the box 
20 minutes before the ciose of the 
hearing yesterday afternoon. 


Mr, Chen was questioned intensively 
in the morning by Mr. Ervin Shim- 
rou, appearing for Dr, Dinstcin, the 
Deputy Finance Minister, and ln the 
afternoon by Mr. Salomon. goth 
‘lawyers tried to prove that Mr. Chen 
wea in no position to have passed an 
option on how much Mr. Friedman's 
former ofl firm — Continertal — 
was worth, and attempted to show 
the commission that Mr. Chen was 
mot capable of having been appoint- 
ed to run the Netivel Neft oll fields 
at Abu Rodeis. 

iIn his original complaint, filed in 
this year and which led di- 
rectly to the establishment of the 
commission, Dr, David Neev quoted 
Mr, Chen as saying that the equip- 
ment sold by ‘Mr. F'riedman to Mid- 
bar — 8 foreign prospecting com- 
pany — was worth no more than 
$70,000. Mr. Friedman is reported to 
fave recelved over nine times that 
amouwit. Dr. Neev, a Development 
Ministry geologist, also claimed that 
there waS no reason to have estab- 
ed Netivel Neft in 1967 when La- 
idot, ἃ veteran Israeli oll company, 
was toth able and ready to have 
taken over the Egyptian flelds at 
Abu Rodels.) 

Perhaps the most Interesting plece 
of avidence produced by Mr. Snlm- 
ron in the courtroom yesterday was 
ἃ letter written in September 1967 
to the Minister of Finance, Mr, Pin- 
has Sapir, by the Canadian Investor 
and financier, Mr. Bernard Bloom- 
fleld, He complained that he had 
heard from Mr. Friedman that Mr. 
Chen “was unwilling to have Mr. 
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Sharp exchanges with Friedman’s attorney mark session

Friedman reappointed to the board 
of Lapidot,” 

“Mottie,” the letter continued “is 
ἃ highly capable young man, whose 
knowledge of oll can be of great 
benefit to Lapidot... I appeal to 
you to use your influence to ensure 
that he remains a member of the 
Lapidot board...”

The letter obviously was brought 
to counter Mr. Chen's claim that 
Mr, Friedman had no business belag 
on Lapldot's board, when at the 
same time — 1967 — he wag the 
owner of Continental — ἃ private 
darling company which was in direct 
opposition to Lapidot. It was alsc 
Mr. Chen's opinion that Mr. Fried- 
mas should not be in ἃ position to 
recelve inside information, or take 
part im the decision-making process 
of nig (Mr, Friedman's) competitor. 
The letter, in fact, was only useful 
toMr. Shimron and Dr. Dinstein in 
that it introduced Mr, Sapir into the 
arena for the first time. 

Mr. Shimron told the Commission 
thet the letter was written by Mr. 
Bloomfeld at a time when he was 
considering buying shares in Lapi- 
dot and wien he nad no share in 
the company at all. 


Chen hedges 


Commission Member Aluf Meir 
Zorea noticed that Mr. Sapir’s re- 
ply was not signed. He was told 
by Mr. Shimron that the signed 
original was with Dr. Dinstein. 

Mr. Shimron spent much tlne 
trying to prove to Mr. Cher that 
he was in no position to evaluate 
the equipment sold by Mr. Fried- 
man to Midbar as he was unaware 
of exactly what equipment was sold. 
Mr. Chen hedged, and counsel had 
to repeat his questions over and 
over again — st! not receiving 
clear answers. 

Asked whether he knew what the 
value of the spare parts and crew 
which went with Mr. Friedman's 
machines were, Mr, Chen refused to 
say that he did not, but reiterated 
what he had said at least a dozen 
times: “For drilling two holes

HAIFA. — The Mekorot spokesman 
yesterday levelled charges of un- 
ethical behaviour against a “He'- 
aretz” reporter Yigal Laviv, who on 
Friday started a series of articlea on 
the faltering Vered company, ἃ Me- 
korot subsidiary, which has accumu- 
jated a $10.8m, deficit on its over- 

seas operations. 

In answer to questions at a press 
conference here, the spokesman, 
Mordechal Jakobowitz, sald that Mr. 
Laviv — who in Friday's first ar- 
ticle blamed the former Mekorot 
and Vered general managers, Rav- 
Aluf (res.) Zvi Zur and My, Avigdor 
Mendelson, for the debacle — “is the 
last man to preach morals to others, 
or to criticize the Vered company.” 


‘PACKAGE DEAL’ 


He charged that last summer Mr. 
Leviv had approached him with a 
“package deal" proposal under which 
Laviv would “not publish anything 
detrimental about Vered or Me- 
korot” if the company granted him 
and his wife airline tickets and ex- 
penses for a trip to Brazil to attend 
the Rio de Janeiro carnival. “I told 
him that air tickets were out of the 
question, but that if he would get 
to South America on his own ac- 
count, Vered would be his host for a 
short visit to its’ projects there, as 
we do with journalists and other 
visitors.” 

Mr. Jakobowitz said he had also 
brought the matter to the attention 
of the two managements, who affirm- 
ed that “the maximum we could 
grant was a few days’ visit to our 


projects.” 
He informed Mr. Laviv of 
this decision by “and ‘he told 


me he had already obtained the air 
tickets from another source, and 
asked me to give orders to our 
managers on the spot ta receive him 
well.” 

The spokesman said that Mr. Laviv 
had indeed visited Vered projects in 
Peru and Brazil, “In Brazil he pre- 
sented our manager with bills for 
his expenses {in addition to the 
hotel bills, which Vered paid) which 
were far beyond anything we had 
approved, and were in fact not con- 
nected at all with his visits to our 
projects. The bills were far in excess 
of what Vered grants it own per- 
sonnel and visitors for living ex- 
penses. 


Mr, Leviv, who was informed

Defence 
budget cut 
by IL60m.

This year's defence outlay will be 
cut by ILé0m, 

A week-end meeting between 
Finance Minister Pinhas Sapir and 
Mr. Zvi Tsur, the special adviser 
to Defence Minister Moshe Dayan, 
resulted in this ement on the 
savings in the- 1971/72 ‘budget of 
the Defence Ministry — which hes 
just over three months to run. 

With the cuts in the current 
budgets of the other ministries to 
the tune of IL185m. already up- 
proved by the Cabinet, the total 
savings comes to TLA85m. 

‘A supplementary state budget for 
the current year — of ILi,500m. — 
which will be tabled in a day or 
two, will inctude the total savings 
of (TL195m. This supplementary 
State budget was rendered necessary 
primarily by the devaluation of last 
summer and ‘by increases in 
teachers’ salaries. 

The Knesset Finance Committee 
had originally suggested total cuts 
of L300m., when it met during the 
summer recess. This was aupposed 
to represent TL140m. less from 
Defence and TL.i60m. less from 811 
the other ministries combined. The 
Cabinet succeeded in cutting the 
L160m. down to IL135m. with little 
trouble, since it was really a matter 
of striking off budgets which ‘had 
been “frozen” anyway. But Defence 
Minister Dayan objected to the 
Ἰμλάῦτα, cuts scheduled for him. 


BOOKKEEPING 


The top-level committee of min- 
isters due to recommend cuts in the 
1972/73 defence ‘budget had also 
been asked to help slash the current 
budget. But Premier Golda Meir's 
trip to the U.S. slowed down its 
deHberations; and, since it was im- 
possible to further hold up the 
tabling of the supplementary state 
budget for 1971/72, Mr. Sapir and 
Mr. Tsur got together. Thelt’ agree-
